Chief Complaint 
The chief complaint relating to 
grain inspection in the report ap- 
peared to be that some shipments of 
American grain through Montreal had 
| received higher ratings in the Cana- 
dian port than while in the United 
States. Several advantages of the 
Canadian system were noted, among 
| them being the fact that grain in- 

spectors in the dominion were bonded 
j employes of the Canadian government 
| and operated under such broad powers 
| as to virtually prohibit the exportation 
| of grain not commercially clean of 
| foreign material. 

Determination of the amount of 
foreign matter in grain is referred to 
as “dockage.” In the sectioh of the 
report made by the shipping board 
the comment is made “under Ameri- 
can inspection dockage seems to be a 
bookkeeping transaction in that a de- 
duction is made from the sales price 
but the grain is not physically cleaned 
of its foreign matter.” i

It is interesting to note that the man who has done 
most to keep liberal humanitarianism alive on the 
bench of the Supreme Court of the United States for 
the last thirty years is an aristocrat by birth and 
breeding. 

I speak obviously of Mr. Justice Holmes. 

On an afternoon early in January I had the delight 
of a stroll across the bridge that spans Rock Creek in 
outer Washington with the gra- 
cious and gifted Chief Justice 
Taft of of the United States. It 
was the afternoon before he en- 
tered the hospital for a rest, but 
that afternoon his mind was 
agile and eager and his spirit as 
buoyant and béerish as ever. The 
next afternoon, I stopped for a 
tew moments in the Supreme 
Court chamber, and was for- 
tunate to find the great Holmes 

Glenn reading an opinion. Later in the 
game afternoon I sat at tea with the lean and clatr- 
voyant Brandeis. Three singularly <atisfying exper- 
iences! 

It is no reflection or favoritism to say that my 
mind keeps going back to the irresistible figure of 
Mr. Justice Holmes, for during these days I happened 
to be spending my spare moments reading thet singu- 
larly refreshing book “The Dissenting Opinions of 
Mr. Justice Holmes.” 

His exquisite and exacting intelligence is vibrant on 
every page of this volume, 

Here we can see his consistent refusal to think 
it the job of the jurist to be a mere referee between 
pleas and precedents 

Here we can see his breadth and brave independ- 


} ence of judgment. 


Here we can see his inveterate hatred of a legal- 


| ism that sets a changeless law above a changing life. 


Here we can see those “inconsistencies” that are 
inseparable from a mind that learns as long as it 
lives and is unafraid to change with changing facts 
and deepening insights. 

Here we can see his unswerving championsbip of 
the liberty of the individual and of the rights of 
minorities 

Here we can see his abiding conviction that the 
spirit of the Jaw cannot be isolate from the spirit of 
the age. 

Here we can see his abiding belief that inflexible 
constitutions must not be used as clubs jo beat back 
intelligent change. 

Here we can sce his determination to put reason 
and right above the routine application of outgrown 
provisions and obcolete precedents 

Here we can see his uncanny realization of the 
fact that power carries with it a temptation to pros- 
titute it to narrow and selfish ends. 

“The Dissenting Opinions of Mr. Justice Holmes” 
is a great document!

| the name of Cronje to his last ditch at Paardeburg. Whether it was the 
genius of Cronje, or the lack of it in his opponents, 1s hardly worth dis- 
;| cussing now, but the credit, even in defeat, must go to the Boer general. 
Contention is apt to dim the lustre of the other 
fellow’s achievement, and, outside the army, Cronje 
in his own day, was not too readily accorded the 
merit of his opposition. The words of Lord Roberts 
to his fallen enemy, however, show no lack of ap- 
preciation on his part. “I am glad to meet so 
brave a man,” said Roberts. The laager in which 
Cronge made h's last stand became a byword at 
the time. “No words,” records a description of it, 
“could sufficiently express the filth, disorder and 
confusion of the interior of the laager. Here lay 
300 wagons and carts, for the most part wrecked and 
burned by British shells. Amongst them lay putre- 
fying carcases of oxen and horses, mattresses, odds 
and ends of furniture, cooking utensils, clothing, 
Bibles; an assemblage of strange, incongruous 
things. The stench was so sick and terrible 
that only the strongest nerves could endure it.”

Beer Parlours 


The Alberta Liquor Act, an - 
cularly the section governing Tone 
beer parlours, has recently received | 
much publicity, and attempts have | 
been made to discredit this, the| 
essential section of the Act. Various 
reasons have been given for this, the 
chief and probably the most plausible | 
being the broad statement that there | 
is a growing revulsion of feeling on | 
the part of the general Public to- 
wards the beer parlours. | 

The Local Option part of the 
Alberta Liquor Control Act, based on | 
the reasonable assumption that one | 
area has as much right to be ‘dry’ as | 
another area has to be ‘wet’, pro-| 

determin: | 
opinion on the questicn. eidituennt 

Quite naturally therefore, plebiscites 
have been taken with this aim, mak- | 
ing a certain number of places “dry,” 
The real test of the Act, however, is 
in regard to those places where a 
license is in operation at the time of 
the vote, and only 4 have been with- 
drawn, while 12 new licenses have 
been made available and 8 have been 
taken up as a result of Local option 
plebiscites, Considering the difficulty 
some licensees find in adjusting 
themselves to their surroundings, 4 
licenses in 514 years out of a number 
varying annually, from 330 in 1925! 
to 380 in 1929, must surely be con-| 
sidered a negligible quantity. From 
the inception of the Act to December 
21st, 1929, 55 Local option plebiscites 
have been taken on the question of 
beer licenses—12 in 1925, 11 in 1926, 
8 in 1927, 5 in 1928 and 19 in 1929. 
The prohibitionists evidently made a 
special effort in 1929 to dry up certain 
areas, yet in these 19 votes the re- 
sults were, 11 “wet,” 8 “dry.” ‘The 
actual votes polled were 1857 ‘wet’— 
1487 ‘dry’, a ‘wet’ majority of 370 in 
a total poll of 3344 votes. In all the

Freshmen and Sophomores 
at University Hear 
Fine Address 


“Progress is a definite part of our 
history, not because i{\ is automatic, 


but because we will it,” stated Dr. R. | 


C. Wallace, President of the University 
of Alberta, in addressing a meeting of 
all students registered in the first and 
second years, held Monday morning 
in Convocation Hall 

Aeons ago, the earth was seething 
with volcanic eruption, but had no 
life, stated Dr. Wallace. Ores were 
stored up which a human race was to 
mine feverishly as if the earth was 
theirs. At a much later period the 
earth was a mass of great oceans. 
From the region where the provinces 
of Alberta and Manitoba now are to 
the Ural Mountains a reat sea 
stretched, wherein life was of the 
same type, so that geologists have dis- 
covered in the Ural Mountains the 
same specimens of ancient animal life 
as some discovered in Manitoba. Much 
later, and meaning by this phrase 
millions of years, the land had come 
into its own. Long creatures of sixty 
and eighty feet in length were exist- 
ent. These strong brutal reptiles sank 
naturally into oblivion later, through 
the over-specialization of bones 
Finally came the period when mam- 
mals gained the ascendancy, with 
man, feeble relatively, standing at the 
apex. Remarkable changes in mental 
activity have taken place. “Man may 
be a frail reed.” says Pascal, “but he 
is a thinking creature.” 

Things We Do Not Understand 

Ts it logical to think that man is a 
thinking creature; that he alone 
should have developed on this little 
planct? Many of the planets are but 
graveyards of life that has passed 
away. But there may be many others 
that are preenant with life. It may be 
possible that they themselves are 
groping forward to the highest ideals 
that life can give us. 

What it all means, we do not under- 
stand, The problem of pain, needless 
and undeserved, we do not under- 
stand. Perhaps we do not believe in 
a harsh unreasonable fate as the 
Greeks did. Huxley felt that there was 
clear cut division between natural 
man and his ethical desires. Men with 
his higher ethical ideas has to fight 
the cosmic forces at every turn. Fight 
is inevitable according to Wuxley 
While there is need for strength yet 
we have within us something of ten- 
derness and emotion that helps us in 
those higher desires 

Field of the Mental Important 

If ail the amassed knowledge disap- 

eared, what would be left to geo- 
Peists if they tried to show what man 
has done? He has domisticated ani- 
mals. He has trained plants. He has 
interfered with things natural for his 
own purposes He has changed 
Climatic conditions by cultivation of 

the earth. He has changed river 
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THAT's why modern moth- 
ers prefer Vicks—it cannot 
upset delicate stomachs.

the left side into small strands and | 
twist each into a coll, Another per-
